G» I. Voronov, secretary of the ChUa City Committee VXP(b), reported 
at the Tenth Chita City Party Conference that LMustry of the city fulfilled 
the 1943 gross production plan 10?. 6 peroent, and increased production 15*3 
percont over 1947 ami 29 percent over !94C. Miners of Chernovskiy Bayou pro- 
duced 60,000 tons of coal above plan in 1948. The ^Zabaykalugol 1 " Trust, which 
has pledged to mine 140,000 tons of coal above the plan in 1949, has already 
mined more than 30. 000 tons above plan in January and February* Production of 
electric power Increased 40 peroent ev**r 1947. 

The sum of above-plan profits accumulated in 1943 amounted to only 13-5 
million rubles instead of the 15 million pledged by the city's industry. 
Director Fedosov of the Torm Mine pledged to save 554,000 rublee but aotually 
had 405,000 rublee losses instead. Turnover of working capital in the loco- 
motive-repair plant was 117 days Instead of the planned 78 days, and the plant 
produce* only 3 rublee 6 kApeks* vorth of finished goods per ruble of invest- 
ment instead of the planned 4 rubles IT kopeks.
